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RETROSPEOT OF 1876. 
Poitiel. Ix curious contrast to the 
complete accounts which have been 
published, of Japanese proceedings in 
Formosa, are the confused rumonrs 
which, only, have reached us, of Chinese 
doings in the island. A large number 
of troops were sent over on the with- 
drawal of the Japanese, with the osten- 
sibleobject of reducing the savage tribes, 
and enforcing the authority which it 
had oom =red to the Chinese Govern- 
ment rucher tardily to claim. Of what 
they did, we know next to nothing. 
Rumonrs found their way, from time 
to time, to Foochow, of hostile 
encounters, in which the Aborigines 
were reported successfal quite as fre- 
quently as their opponents. On the other 
hand, the Chinese Commander is said 
to have made some roads, and to have 
established some sort of authority in cer- 
tain of the districts, At the recom- 
mendation of Shen Pao-chén, the 
Imperial Commissioner for Formosan 
affairs, some organisation of the country 
was effected, some wise edicts were 
issued, and the Futai of Fohkien was 
ordered to take up his residence in the 
island for its better governance. The 
then incumbent of the post crussed over 
accordingly, bat retarned last month, 
to die—‘The majority of the Chinese 
troops withdrew in the summer, and 
passed throagh Shanghai on their way 
back to the districts north of the Yang- 
tze, from which they had been drawn, 

The Chinese Government contracted 
a second loai in the spring, of similar 
amount to the first, but this time by 

rrivate negociation. Tis. 1,000,000 were 
lent by Messrs, Jardine, Matheson & 
Co,, and Tis. 2,000,000 by the Oriental 
Bank, at 10 per cent. No scrip was 
offered on the market. 

‘A series of important memorials* on 
foreign affairs and other questions of 
state policy, addressed to the Throne 
by the Chief Mandarins of the Empire, 
found publicity in Aagast last. Chief 
among the subjects advocated, were the 
appointment of Ministers to Foreign 
countries, and that measures should be 
taken to select and train officials who 
might be utilised in foreign matters 
when needed. The purport of the me-

Foreign Relation, THe murder of Mr, 
Margary in Yiinnan and the attack on 
Colonel Browne's expedition, stand first 
in order of time as well as importance, 
among the incidents of foreign inter- 
course during the past year. In the 
beginning of August, 1874, Mr. Margary 
received instructions from H.M. Minister 
at Peking, to proceed overland to 
Yiinnan, and to join at Bhamo an 
expeditionary party under Col, Horace 
Browne, which was coming from Rane 
oon to explore the trade routes between, 
armah and Yinnan, ‘The expedition 
was undertaken with the fall cognisance 
of the Chinese Government, and both 
Mr. Margary and Colonel Browne bad 
Imperial passports. Mr. Margary also 
bore despatches from the "sung-li 
Yamén, explaining the object of hi 
journey, and requiring that he should 
e treated with consideration. These ine 
structions were obeyed, and his passport 
implicitlyrespected, on the outward jour+ 
ney. He succeeded in traversing China 
without hindrance, and joined Colonel 
Browne at Bhamo on the 26th January. 
Encouraged to believe that their own 
journey would be similarly facilitated, 
the party—composed of Colonel Browne, 
Dr, Anderson, and Mr. Fforde of the 
Indian Service; and Messrs. Allen and 
Margary of H.M. Consular Service in 
China, “with a body-gaard of fifteen 
Sikhs, besides 150 soldiers of the King of 
Barmah, who were to escort them to the 
frontier—set out on their journey of ex- 
ploration, abont the 15th of February. On 
the 17th, as they reached the fourth of 
the guard-houses built by the Burmese 
Government near the frontier, reports 
of trouble ahead began to reach them ; 
travellers coming from Momein stating 
that a force of 400 Chinese were 
assembled to dispute their passage at 
Manwein. The report was disbelieved ; 
bat it was determined that Margary 
should ride on to see if the road was 
clear, on the understanding that he 
would push on to Manwein if all were 
well, and await the coming of the party, 
bat return at once if he saw signs of 
trouble. He accordingly started on the 
morning of the 19th, with his writer 
and four servants, but was unopposed, 
and wrote back in the evening to 503 
that the road was perfectly clear, ané 
that he was going to press on to 
Manwein. Ramours of trouble, how- 
ever, continued to meet the main party, 
and on the morning of the 22nd camo 
a report that Margary and all his 
servants bad been murdered, and that 
3,000 Chinese were advancing to attack 
them. The appearance of Chinese 
soldiers on the neighbouring heights 
soon confirmed the rumour, and dis- 
positions were quickly made for defences 
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‘A spirited sketch of the fight which 
ensued is given in the N.-C. Herald of 
the 8th May. Tt must suffice, here, to 
say that the Chinese were completely 
repulsed with some loss, and that the 
foreign party succeeded in making good 
‘its retreat to Bhamo. 

Reliable information reached them 
en rouée, of the murder of Margary and 
hhis servants in Manwein. ‘The exact 
manner of his death is not yet clearly 
ascertained. It was at first stated that 
he was murdered in the official yamén, 
then that he was speared in the’ temple 
in Which he was residing; but more 
lately, again, the first report has been 
revived on the testimony of persons 
coming from Yiinnan, who affirm that 
he was seized and beheaded at an 
official banquet. Only his cook, who 
chanced to be out in the town making 
purchases at the time, escaped, and 
succeeded in making his way to Hankow. 
The testimony of Burmese who were 
residing in Manwein, is clear that he 
was killed by order of officials who 
came down with troops on the previous 
night from Momein, and ‘not by local 
Shans or Chinese.” " The same witnesses 
affirmed that the heads of Mr. Margary 
and of the Ohinese who were killed, 
were taken up to Momein (Teng Yueh- 
chow),.and there exposed on the walls 


of the town, 

News of the ontrage reached Peking 
at the end of March, and H.B.M.’s 
Minister at once took the matter 
strongly up, insisting on the despatch 
of a powerful British and Chinese 
Commission, to investigate the occar- 
rence; and on a guarantee that no one 
acensed of participating in the crime 
should be sentenced till the officers sent 
had.an opportnnity of investigating the 
evidence, A threat of hauling down 
his flag induced compliance with the 
request. Li Han-chang (Viceroy of the 
‘Two Hu) was nominated a Special Com- 
missioner; and passports were given 
for the British officers to accompany 
him on his mission of enquiry. 
Mr. Wade then came to Shanghai 
for the parpose of communicating with 
his Government by telegraph, and to 
‘meet Colonel Browne, who had been 
directed to come on from India for the 
parpose of, commanicating with him. 

is Excellency took the opportanity 
also of visiting Hankow in company 
with Admiral Ryder, in H.M.S. Vigilant, 
and to have an interview with Li Han- 
chang, at his provincial capital. 

‘A long interval now elapsed without 
any apparent progress towards the 
exaction of reparation, and the delay 
in pressing matters to an issue was 
soverely criticised by the Foreign com- 
munity, who apprehended that the 
‘Yiinnan Mandarins would take advant- 
age of the interval to efface as far as 
possible evidence of the crime. It was 
true they could not get rid of the facts, 
but a very reasonable fear was enter- 
tained that they might remove the 
officials more immediately concerned, 
instruct the people, concoct a story, and 
arrange matters generally so as to 
make the task of investigation more 
difficult. In the meantime, news came 
from Peking that a memorial regarding 
the ontrage had been received from the 
Governor of Yiinnan ; and people were 
amnsed to learn that he averred entire 
ignorance of the matter, and declared the 
fast intimation of it reached him from 








Peking—a tule which went to confirm 
the general impression as to the line 
of excuse which the Chinese would take. 
All such acts have invariably been 
attributed to popular outbreak, and in 
this case, as at-Tientsin, the sugges- 
tion of official complicity would of 
course be equally repelled. 

‘At length, on the 19th June, there 
appeared in the Peking Gazette a noti- 
fication that Li Han-chang had been 
appointed to proceed to Yunnan, “to 
enquire into and settle a certain affair 
which had occurred in that province ;” 
without departure, however, as yet 
from the carefal rale of never men- 
tioning foreigners or foreign politics in 
that publication. No indication was 
given, of what was the special affair 
that called for so high an appointment. 
At the same time news began to come 
from Yiinnan, of preparations to resist 
invasion; and troops were reported to 
be marching both from Kwangsi and 
Szechuen towards the scene of the 
outrage. At the same time, also, came a 
ramour of a secret memorial from the 
Governor, taking credit for having 
effectually checked the British party, 
and undertaking to hold the frontier 
inviolate against all comors—a report 
which met with ready credence, as 
likely to express very sincerely the real 
facts and ideas of the Governor, if not 
of officials higher than he who had 
suggested the course parsued. 

ventually, in the beginning of 
August, Mr. Wade returned to Tientsin, 
with the porpose, it was understood, 
of pressing certain definite terms of 
settlement on the Chinese Government; 
and news of some conclusion being 
come to, was anxiously looked for. 
His Excellency . delayed nearly a 
month at Tientsin, negotiating With

tioned. A.report came down early in 
September, that a substantial settle- 
ment had been come to, on the follow- 
ing basis:—China to send a special 
‘Ambassador to England; to punish 
those guilty in connexion with the 
Yiinnan outrage; to give an indemnity 
for Margary’s murder; to open a trade 
route between Yiinnan and Barmah; 
to regulate the levy of lekin taxes; and 
to admit intercourse between the British 
Minister and the recognised State 
Departments other than the Tsang-li 
Yamén. But very shortly after, came 
news that the Government shunned 
fulfilment of those terms, and that they 
had to be fought over again at Peking. 
Whether Mr. Wade considered that he 
was really dealing with a Plenipotentiary 
who had power to conclude a conven- 
tion, and. was disappointed in this 
expectation; or whether he deemed it 
wise to arrive at a basis of agreement 
with Li, as a high and influential 
Minister of State, we shall have to 
evrit the appearance of the Blue Book 
to decide. It seems unlikely that any 
other than the first consideration can 
have determined him to spend valuable 
time at Peking. However this may be, 
he proceeded to Peking on the 8th 
September; and the first news after 
his arrival was of grave disinclination 





on the part of the Chinese, to yield the 
terms required. The punishment of the 





‘Yiinnan officials, and the publication 
of matters relating:to Foreign inter- 
course in general, and to the Yiinnan 
ontrage in particular, were held to be 
the special sources of difficulty; and 
late in September news was received 
that Mr..Wade had threatened to with- 
drawn from Peking on the 30th of the 
month, unless a satisfactory settlement 
was conceded. This was the tarning 
int. 

Convinced that the British Minister 
was in earnest, the Chinese seem to 
have shrunk before the contingency of 
war; and yielded eventually at all 
points, though contesting each as they 
retreated. Itis believed that the advice 
of Li Hung-chang, who was visiting 
Peking at the time, to take part in the 
Imperial obsequies, contributed materi- 
ally to influence their decision. On the 
4th Oct., we learned that an edict* had 
been published in the Peking Gazette con- 
ceding intercourse with the Great De- 
partments of State;.and on the 18th, 
that matters were in a fair way toa 
settlement, and that Messrs. Grosvenor 
and Baber, the British Officials named 
to accompany the Mission of enquiry, 
were likely’ to set ont shortly for 
Yiinnan, Five days later we knew 
that an edictt had been published in 
the Gazette, referring to Mr. Margary's 
marder, declaring the right of for- 
eigners to travel in the interior, and 
requiring Officials to take cognizance of 
theprovisionsof the treatyin this regard. 
‘The appointment of a Kwo Sung-tao, 
then provincial judge of Fohkien, and 
a Mandarin of unexceptionable rank and 
antecedents, to goas Ambassador to Eng- 
land, had been previously announced ; 
and it was understood that the punish- 
ment of the Yiinnan officials guilty of 
instigating or conniving at Margary's 

colar and the-opening of the trade 
route contemplated in his expedition, 
were promised. The danger of war was 
now said to be averted; and. Mr. Wade 
‘came down to Shanghai, where he caused 
to be published a letter explaining the 
position he had taken in regard to lekin 
taxation. Thegroundoriginally reported 
to have been arranged with Li Hung- 
changat Tientsin was thus substantially 
covered. 

Oar present object is to simply give a 
conciserecord of eventsasthey happened; 
and it would be out of place, therefore, 
to repeat or comment on the criticisms 
which were passed on these terms. 
‘They were variously regarded, as people 
esteemed or depreciated the value of 
the edicts which constituted a leading 
feature. The great complaint was 
that nothing tangible had been attained. 
All was in the fature; eight months 
after the event, no step had yet been 
practically taken to bring Margary's 
murderers to punishment, the value of 
the edicts remained to be proved, and 
the report which the Chinese Govern 
meni promised to have drawn up, 
regarding the incidence of lekin taxation, 
put off all prospect of redress into the 
far, dim future. Time will best show 
the value of the convention, and the 
wisdom of the criticisms. 

‘The next fact we have to record, is the 
despatch of Messrs. Grosvenor, Daven- 

rt, and Baber to Yiinuan, to join Li 

n-chang, who had left at the end ‘of 
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August for the’ scene of the enquiry. 
They left Hankow on the 5th October, 
and reached Shasi on the 25th Nov., 
Ichang on the 1st Dec.; and Kweichow- 
fa on the 13th Dec., up to which date 
all was well. They had been care- 
fally escorted, and had met with cour- 
tesy and attention. Li Han-chang and 
his colleagues arrived in Yiinnan-foo on 
the 13th November, and took imme- 
diate steps to provide themselves and 
their Imperial Master with a theory of 
the outrage based on the stereotyped 
pleas of lawless vagabonds, spontaneous 
uprising of the people, and incapacity of 
the officials to restrain their subjects. 
At the same time, the neglect of the 
Prefect to exercise this control, and the 
failure of the Brigadier commanding 
the district to take cognisance of the 
ocenrrence, or arrest those concerned 
in it, were admitted ; and an edict§ was 

niblished in the Gazette of the 9th 

lecr., degrading both temporarily from 
their posts, with a view to their ex- 
amination, 

Here the matter now stands. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the Chinese 
hope seriously to palm off upon the 
British Minister, a tale which requires 
him to believe the officials were ignorant 
and quiescent, amid such events as a 
spontaneous assembly of the militia, and 
the robbery and plunder of a British 
official within the very walls of 
Manwein; or whether they purpose 
that Li Han-chang shall’ discover 
traces of a conspiracy as the enqniry 
proceeds. In the meantime, this first 
memorial does not promise well for a 
satisfactory solution of the difficulty, 
and it is said to have been received with 
much dissatisfaction at the British 
Legation.

Britannia’s remark, ‘Peace, I hope ; War, 
I think ;—A fizzle by jingo,” gives a 
sufficiently caustic one. ‘The letter-press 
has chiefly local application, but is 
tolligible in the main to auy one who reads 
the Hongkong papere—and amusing.

The culprit in 
this caso is the Magistrate of the Tang-an 
district, in this province; and his crime 
is conniving with ono of his underlings at 
some iniquity in connection with a trial, 
and ordering the application of cruel tor- 
ture to compel a woman to persist in a 
false confession which had been extracted 
from her. It is to be regretted that dis- 
covery was not made of the similar pro-

PORTUGAL AND CHINA. 


Ir is satisfactory to learn that the 
Portuguese purpose taking steps to put 
a stop to the blockade of Macao, and to 
the arbitrary action of Chinese cruisers 
in those waters. We imagine there can 
be no doubt that such a resolve has been 
come to, because the statement to that 
effect in the L. § 0. Express is supple- 
mented by a report from Macao, that 
the Governor has been accredited to 
Peking as Plenipotentiary, and has 
received instructions to proceed with 
the ratification of the old Treaty. The 
statement is rather vague, when we 
consider that it was not on the Portu- 
guese side that the ratification failed ; 
but wo may probably infer that what 
Sonhor d’Avila is to do, is to go to 
Peking and resume negociations at the 
point where they were broken off, some 
thirteen years ago. 

At the present moment, although 
their relations date back some 350 
years, the Portuguese have no treaty 
with China; and it is surprising that 
#0 long an interval has been allowed to 
elapse, without a renewed effort to carry 
out the negociations to this end that 
were begun in 1862. Various agree- 
ments have been come to, and edicts 
issued regarding their occupancy, since 
they were first allowed (in 1557) to 
build storehouses at Macao, in reward 
for assistance rendered to the Cantonese 
Government in hunting down a pirate 
chief, whose headquarters were on the 
island; but no treaty bas been con- 
cluded between the two countries. For 
five-and-twenty years after that exploit, 
they appear to have occupied the island 
free; but, in 1482, a yearly rental of 
Tis, 500 was demanded, and continued 
to be regularly paid up to the assassina- 
tion of Governor Amaral, in 1849. The 
Governor had endeavoured, under the 
shadow of the English war in 1842, to 
set up Macao as a free port on the same 
footing as Hongkong, but failed to 
obtain the assent of the Chinese, and 
forcibly closed the native Custom House. 
Too weak to resent this act, the Canton 
authorities characteristically revenged 
it by assassination ; whereupon the 
Portuguese went further, and expelled 
both the Chinese Sub-Prefect, who had 
previously exercised jurisdiction over 
Chinese subjects, and the Chinese 
garrison; and ceased to pay the Tis. 
500 rental. Since that time their 
occupation of the island has been some- 
what anomalous, The Chinese have 
refused to recognise their territorial 
right, but the Portuguese have refused 
. to pay rent, and continue to exercise 
sovereign jurisdiction over the Chinese 
inhabitants. The next diplomatic 
attempt was made in 1962, under the 
shadow of the English and French 
Successes in the war just terminated. 
A treaty was then actually negociated 
by Governor Guimaraens, which gave 
reat satisfaction at Macao, as it was 








understood to recognise, by inference, 
the territorial right of the Chinese over 
the island. But it was precisely on this 
point that negociations afterwards fell 
through. When the time for exchang- 
ing ratifications arrived, the Chinese 
Government declined to perform the 
act, alleging that the implied concession 
had not been fairly obtained ; and the 
document became, therefore, null and 
void. Still, the privileges enjoyed by 
other treaty powers are very generally 
conceded to Portugal, and the abortive 
treaty of 1862 often serves as a basis 
of intercourse between the Governors 
of Macao and Canton. 

It is this treaty, we presume, which 
Senhor d’Avila in instructed to take up, 
and endeavour to have ratified. His 
task will not be an easy one, for the 
recent tenor of Chinese policy leaves 
no reason to expect that the Govern- 
ment will be more willing now than at 
any previous time, to recognise the 
practical independence of Mucao as a 
Portuguese colony; and his negocia- 
tions will be complicated by the ne- 
cessity of stipulating for the withdrawal 
of the Customs’ pressure, which seems 
lately to have hampered even the 
import of provisions into the City. It 
is difficult to assess at its true value the 
remark in a Macao letter to the China 
Mail, that “a sufficient force to back 
him will be sent on receipt of tele- 
graphic advice, should it be found 
necessary.” It is hardly likely that 
Portugal contemplates going to war 
with China, to insist on completion of 
the treaty, if the Peking Government 
decline to proceed with it; though the 
mention of force is in connexion with 
Senhor d’Avila’s mission. The meaning 
more probably is that, if the withdrawal 
of the blockade cannot be compassed 
by negociation, force will be employed 
to repel it. The sympathies of Foreign 
residents in China, in either case, will 
bo with Portugal. Their sympathies 
were completely alienated from Macao, 
during the continuance of the coolie 
trade; but that abomination has been 
stopped; and the present difficulty is 
akin to that of which not only Hongkong 
but all Foreign residents in China com- 
plain. Disappointment that England 
does not take up the gage on behalf of 
Hongkong, will not lessen the interest 
which will be felt in the effort of 
Portugal to break through the Hoppo’s 
meshes. 








‘TRADE ROUTES. 


‘Vinwen in connection with the avowed 
purpose of the expedition in which 
‘Margary lost bis life, recent discussions 
on the possible trade routes between 
the Bay of Bengal and the South. 
western provinces of China have an 
interest which we hope will not be 
forgotten in view of the tragic end of 
the first exploring expedition. It is 
worth considering whether, after all, 
the ronte chosen by way of Bhamo 
really afforded the best prospects of 
success, or whether some other route 





could not be made to combine all that 
was sought, with the addition of not 
crossing the territory of the King of 
Burmah. Though in former times the 
Bhamo ronte was the chief one adopted 
for purposes of commeree, that by the 
Salween seems to offer some advantages, 
In reviewing the other day Mr. 
Edwardes’ notes on the upper provinces 
of Siam, it may be remembered that we 
drew attention to the fact that a con- 
siderable number of British subjects 
were to be found in the semi-inde- 
pendent states to the north of Siam 
Proper, and that the inhabitants of 
these districts were in a fair state of 
civilization. Recent explorations of the 
Salween itself have shown that that 
river is not suitable for navigation, 
being infested with rapids; but the 
fact remains that a great proportion 
of the trade with the outer world 
carried on by the Laotian States finds 
its way, not by the Meinam to Bankok, 
but by the valley of the Sulween to 
Moulmein. From the Laos States to 
Yiinnan is but a step, and the road 
itself does not seem to be a difficult 
one. ‘True, the possibility of the even- 
tual construction of a line of railway 
from Bhamo to“Calcutta is to a certain 
extent in favour of that route; but the 
fact of a trade road being already 
established for a considerable portion * 
of the way, would, partially at least, 
balance the advantages to be gained 
from what is at best a remote possibility. 
For the present, the shifting nature of 
the waters of the lower Brabmapootra 
and Ganges has interfered with the 
construction of a line of railway to our 
Assamese territories; and though in time 
we may expect to see those obstacles 
overcome, they can only be conquered 
ata very considerable expense. ‘The 
inter of the King of Burmab, 
we might naturally suppose, are all 
mixed up in the success of the Bhamo 
route; but that potentate, with a 
neglect of bis own interests charnc- 
teristic of an Asiatic sovereign, is for 
the present the sturdy opposer of the 
line. We certainly owe his Majesty no 
good offices; and, as he will probably 
be the first to find out his error, when 
another route shall be established, wo 
probably ean afford to grant him the 
satisfaction of Jearning too late how 
contrary to his own interests he has 
beenacting. It is true, we do not know 
much of the districts to be traversed ; 
but till the other dey the same could 
be said of the Bhamo route, and what 
is known does not add much to our 
ideas of the feasibility of making it an 
important line of traffic —At all events, 
the districts adjacent to the Salween 
scarcely seem to have excited that 
amount of interest which might natur- 
ally be expected. The old route from 
Tien-ni to Tali-fu has not yet been 
traversed, though from some accounts 
apparently more suitable than that by 
Momein.’ Apart from the mercantile 
interest in these upper regions of the 
Indo-Malayan peninsula, they bave a 
scientific one. ‘The ethnology of those 
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districts, forming a stepping-stone from 
the, old Malaysian to the newer Asiatic 
eontinent, is still in an unsettled state, 
‘and the wildest theories seem to find 
here a oongenial home, We hear of 
negro races and of fair-baired races, of 
Shans, Kurens, Laotians, Steens, &e., 
&e.; but as yet know next to nuthing 
of thoir etlutio or lingaiscio relations, 
The whole country is, in faot, soarcely 
exceeded in interest by the highlands 
of Central Asia, and has met at the 
hands of the British Government an 
almost similar neglect. It was not 
until Russia commenced to push into 
the plains and hills of Central Asin, 
that the British Government took the 
slightest. pains to advance its knowledge 
of the districts immediately adjoining 
the frontiors of India; and the same 
feeling seems now to actuate it with 
regard to the important districts be- 
tween Burmah aud China, 












THE EASTERN QUESTION. 
Tr is evident from nail news, as well 
as from the few remarks vouchsafed 
by telegraph, tbat the Eastern Question 
ig assuming an anxious form at Homo, 
and that statesmen of all parties have 
opened their eyes to the fact that at 
any ‘moment an act of selfishness, or 
evon an orror of judgment, may plunge 
Europe into a general war.

There is, in fact, something 
ourage, if it is not the genuine 
artiole, in the constant efforts which 
have been made to avert a catastrophe, 
while at the same time the possible 
event of an outbreak of war is accepted 
asa, point on which it is useless to 
speoulate, Yet, after all, there does 
not seem any need of a contest. Russia 
will oertainly not lose in power and 
Prestige. by not advancing to take 
possession of the territories of a weak 
neighbour, . However much the affairs 
of, Turkey are mismanaged, she. can 
herdly affirm that her. ocoupying the 
territory of the Ports is the only 
possible solation, “The subject-states in 
Paspece Turkey would rather tend to 
gravitate towards Austria than Rassia; 
bat, though Austria has possibly more 
friends amongst outside nations than 
her more restless neghbour, such a 
settlement would scarcely mect the 
approval of Europe generally. By 
degrees, tae Principalities have been 
increasing in respectability. Their 
recent union under Prinee Charles, 
though donbiless anoying to the 
Porte, has not been focnd to affect 
the pence of Europe; and, apparently, 











the people are well content. To renson 
from this result, it would seem to be 
the wisest course to “allow things to 
find their own level; but great powers 
do not care, as a rule, to stand by aud 
watch the course of events, If the 
Selavie population of European Turkey 
is able to achieve its own independence, 
the chauces are that, when achieved, it 
will be able to maintain it; and the 
example of Italy may go to show that, 
after all, a new and respectable power 
may be set up without seriously affect- 
ing the general course of events, With 
these things, however, we in China 
have little to say; but at the same 
time, we are more or less liuked with 
this same Eastern Question, Our 
interests are spread over the work 
and the Eastern Question derives 
some of its importance from its 
proximity to the great highway from 
England to the East of Asin, Al- 
though, therefore, it may be to a 
certain extent true that lesa pressure 
has been lately exercised in Enstern 
Asia than might bave been the case were 
matters in Europe less complicated, it 
is no less true that, in submitting to 
any interference with British trade in 
Asia, the main ground of our state of 
watchfuluess with regard to Tarkish 
affairs, would be taken away. The two 
mutually react on one another. Our 
raain justification for interfe in 
Turkish affairs is our position in Asia. 
we are carefutiz looking after 
our interests at the half-way point, it is 
unlikely that we should be forgetful 
of them at the extremity of the line. 
These are souie of the reasons which 
lead us to believe that a policy of inac- 
tion in China cannot be long maintained; 
and this belief is the stronger, that 
public opinion in England is more and 
more inclined to connect in one the 
whole of our Eastern policy. Firmness 
has been displayed in our dealings in 
the Enst of Europe, and we may not 
urireasonably expect, as a uatural con 
sequence, ‘a little more of that 
necessary quality will be bronght to bear 
in future, on our action in China, It is 
true that recently affairs have not been 
conducted with the firm hand which 
we had a right to expect ; bat, possibly, 
areturn to wiser counsels may make 
up for ground apparently lost, 


























WHARFAGE DUES. 


‘Tue Municipal Council have, we think, 
take the proper view of the matter in 
their recent letter to the ‘I'reaty Con- 
suls, regarding the Wharfage Dues and 
the Taotai’s commutation. OF course, 
knowing the obstructive temper of the 
Chinese authorities at the port, which 
has rather increased than diminished 
within the laet six months, it may be 
anticipated that opposition will be 
offered to their proposition. The more 
so, as the carrying of it out would 
doubtless re-act on many of the other 
little points in dispute, where a similar 
practice of making a differential 


at present in vogue. But the argument 
of the Council is clear, and appar. 
ently unanswerable on any ground 
of abstract justice, Tho readiest 
method of raising a revenue for tho 
support of the Municipal Government, 
and the one which has been found by 
experience to press with the least 
severity on individuals, is that of 
Wharfage Dues. No one paid except 
in proportion to his business, and as 
the accounts were kept on goods landed 
or shipped, there was no unnecessary 
enquiry into merely personal matters, 
‘Yet competition has become so keen that 
even the small amount charged, not ex- 
ceeding one thousandth of the value of 
the goods forming the trade of the 
place, was found to press on some ine 
dividnals; and a system of evading 
the collection by landing the good 
through Agents residing in the French 
Concession, where Wharfage Dues havo 
not yet been charged, bas sprung up. 
We are not going to argue on the 
morality of the plan, ‘The fault is i 
system which encourages the possi 
of evading the tax with succes 

The question really divides itself 
into two hei Firat, there are goods 
really belonging to Chinese, the Dues 
on which the Taotai’s commutation 
does not nearly cover; aud secondly 
there are goods really belonging to 
foreigners, which eseape taxation by 
being passed through agents living on 
the French Concession, There is no 
just ground why Chinese should pay 
less than foreigners in proportion to 
their business. They enjoy the same 
protection, and have the same sanitary 
advantages, Their presence in tho 
Settlements is a matter of their own 
convenience, and they have deliberately 
accepted it, and continue to do so in 
increasing numbers, There is, there- 
fore, prima facie, no intrinsic bardship. 
The prihoiple of their liability has 
been long acknowledged by the hastily 
contrived, and unfortunately conceived 
devico of obtaining a commutation 
from the Taotai; and it is only to make 
this liability press more evenly, and to 
avoid the abuses of the present system, 
that it is desired to collect the amounts 
at once. Probably even the Taotai 
will not deny that the collection of the 
Chinese Wharfage Dues can be more 
economically carried out by the Muni- 
cipal Council, which already takes 
cognizance of the bulk of the trade 
of the port, than in the round. 
about manner adopted by Chinese 
officials to raise funds through irrespon- 
sible subordinates. We have often 
pointed ont the disadvantages of the 
present system, even before its latest 
developement ; and it ouly required this 
last device, of at once personating foreign 
ownership to escape one levy, and 
native agency to get out of another, to 
convince reasonable men that some- 
thing was fundamentally wrong. It is 
enrious that the reflection of errors 
committed in high quarters should 
penetrate into snch smal) affairs ag

Municipal Dues ; yet there is some little 
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consolation that it should have resolved 
itself into an absurdity so intense that 
no reasonable individual can fail to 
wee it. 

Even if the Treaty Consuls and 
the: Taotai acquiesce in the proposed 
change, however, the difficulty will 
not be ended. It is not only Chinese 
goods which escape: payment under 
the present system. More than one 
Foreign firm residing in the English 
Settlement, evades Wharfage Dues by 
its goods through the Customs, 
the name of an Agent on the French 
side ; alleging the difficalty of otherwise 
competing against firms who really 
reside there, and gain therefore the 
advantage of escaping the small Muni- 
cipal tax which merchants on this side 
have to pay. The French Council have 
hitherto collected a volantary tax, really 
in commutation of Whariage Dues, 
but experience seems to have shown 
them that this was not fairly 
met, us they purpose collecting 
fa regular tax, in fature, on the same 
principle as that hitherto levied on the 
North: of the Yang-king-pang, but at 
one quarter only of the rate. The 
difference of three quarters, however, 
will still be sufficient to induce people 
who are inclined to evade taxation on 
this side, to resort to the method which 
“has lately come in vogue; and unless 
the mutter can be settled on some 
sutisfactory basis, a revision of tax- 
ation which will make the amount 
now really charged to constituents 
abrond, fall on local residents, will be 
inevitable, 











SUMPTUARY LAWS. 


We aro rather apt to look on sumptuary | 
laws a8 a peculiarity of the East, and 
to forget that our own habits were 
not always 80 economical, nor our 
dress 40 scrupulously neat and plain, 
as to render them unnecessary. At 
the present day, of course, when no 
Indy thinks of dressing beyond her 
nor auy man thinks 

giving entertainments he cannot 
afford, they would be superfluous; but 
this-was uot always so; and history 
contains records of many ancient 
jumptuary laws in Rome, England, 
France, and even in Scotland. Some 
2,300 yenrs ago, Zaleucus found it 
necessary to ordain that no woman. 
should appear in the streets attended 
by more than one maid-servant, unless 
she were drunk ;: nor wear gold or em- 
broidered apparel, unless she designed to 
actunchastely, But this was iu Locria, 
and savours therefore of the East. To 
begin with England, a statute of Edward 
TT n 8 that, “through the excessive 
and over-many costly meats, which the 
people of the realm were in-the babit 
of using more than elsewhere, many 
misehiefa happened. For the great 
men by these excesses huve been sore 
grieved; and the lesser people, who 
have endeavoured to imitate the great 
ones in such sorts of meat, are much 
impoverished, whereby they are not 









able to aid themselves nor their liege 
Jord in time of need as they ought; 
and many other evils have bappened to 
their souls as well as to their bodies.” 
It was enacted, secordingly, that no 
man, of whatever condition or estate, 
should be allowed more than two 
courses at dinner or supper, or more 
than two kinds of food in ench course, 
except on the principal festivals of the 
year, when three courses at the utmost 
were allowed. Sumptnary laws respect- 
ing the use of furs were mnde in 
France in the time of Charlemagne ; 
and an edict of Charles VI. probibited 
any one from baving more than one soup 
and two dishes at dinner. The Scottish 
Parliament once attempted to regulate 
the dress of Indies, “to save the purses 
of the puir gentlemen, their husbands and 
fathers.” They were prohibited, amongst 
other things, from going to kirk or 
market with the face muffled in a veil. 
And statutes were passed there also 
against excessive banqueting, and the 
inordinate use of foreign spices “brocht 
from the pairts beyond sea, and sauld 
at dear prices to mauie folk that are 
very unnbill to sustain that coaste.” 
Sumptuary lows continued, in fact, to 
be introduced in England in the six- 
teenth, and in France so late as the 
seventeenth century; but neither in 
England, Scotland, nor France do they 
appear to have been practically observed 
to any great extent. As we remarked 
before, it was left for Earopean men and 
women of the present day to abandon ex- 
travagance of their own good sense, and 
for ladies to refrain of their own motion 
from embarrassing the pockets of their 
husbands and fathers. 

Pablic opinion in China does not, 
unfortunately, seem yet to have reach- 
ed this point of wisdom; or else 
the legislators of China bave not yet 
realiaed the futility of legislating in 
opposition to the bent of popular taste. 
The Gazette of the 14th December 
contains a memorial against the ex- 
travagance of modern manners, which 
reenlls sayings of the Censors of ancient 
Rome. The Censor Ma Ki-hi repre- 
hends sternly the extravagance of 
modern manuers, and the universal 
tendency to set sumptuary laws at de- 
fiance. ‘The distinctions between classes, 
prescribed by law, are utterly ignored. 
It is laid down that officials below the 
fifth rank are not to wear garments of 
for, nor officials below the eighth rank 
to wear leopard or fox skins; never- 
theless, these misdemeanours are con- 
stantly practised. Contrary, also, to 
the rale which forbids domestic servants 
to wear silk apparel, persons of this 
class are constantly seen dressed in the 
most extravagant manner, to such a 
degree that no one would imagine them 
to be in the position of menials. At 
feasts, also, meats and delicacies alto- 
gether in excess of what is admitted by 
the regulation, are used even among 
the least official classes.—The Court 
of Peking, which stands immaculate 
in all these respects, having conducted 

















both the marriage and the obsequies of 





jihe Inte Emperor with an economy 
deserving of all praise, admits, as it 
cannot but do, and deplores the evil. 
The high authorities throughout the 
Empire are accordingly commanded to 
issue proclamations, embodying the 
sumptuary regulations that have been 
promulgated by the Board of Cere- 
monies; and any acts of wilful dis- 
obedience are to be repressed by the 
local officials, in order to encourage 
habits of thrift, and do away with 
indulgence in extravagance. But, as 
we have said before, we fear the Chinese 
have not reached the pitch of enlighten- 
ment which prefers economical comfort 
tosilly display. It is only from foreign 
intercourse that they will eventually 
learn the folly of dress, and the error 
of numerous courses at a feast. Ener- 
getic officers, like the new Viceroy of 
Nanking, may issue edicts, and re- 
prebend individuals; but the result will 
be as it is in the case of the hundred- 
and-one other proclamations that are 
issued from time to time, from Peking or 
the Provinces, We remember one Taotai 
prohibited women from worshipping at 
bie Loonghwa Pagoda, without affecting 
the result much more than if he had 
prohibited bees from swarming. An- 
other fulminates ngainst opium, with 
almost equal effect, and with about as 
much expectation of effecting a cure, 
These wordy utterances seem, in fact, 
tobe necessary outlets for the literary 
energy of new-comers to office; and to 
exercise a trifle less influence on the 
practice of the people than did the 
sumptuary laws of old on the cost of 
dinners or the consumption of spices. 
There does seem to have been an 
occasional effort made to enforce these ; 
for we hear of a statute of Edward IIL, 
which regulated mivutely the costume 
of all below the rank of knight, being 
repealed the following year—which 
would seem to indicate that it was 
actively unpopular. But whoever heard 
of a Chineso proclamation about ex- 
travagauce, immorality, gambling, or 
avy other popular delusion, being 
recalled? They are issued as a sort of 
formal notification to the people, that 
the proclaimant is not as other men 
are; but the peoplo know perfectly 
well that he usually is, and treat his 
proclamations accordingly.

‘These 
subscriptions were not sufficiently large to 
permit an endowment, as had been desired 
and hoped, for the education of neglected 
children ; but they covered the first outlay 
for furniture, and other expenses incidental 
to starting such au institution ; and 0 
ermitted a scale of fees to be charged 0 
Be. merely to cover working expenses. 
‘There is every reason for congratulation 
thus far at the success of the undertaking. 
A number of children have passed through 
the school, several of whom have been 
jince sent home by their parents; while 
some others have been removed to schools 
of perhaps higher pretensions, There are 
now 29 scholara, of whom 10 are boarders 
and 19 day-scholars. ‘The fees are retained 
at the standard originally fixed ; experience 
shown that these are as low as is 
nt with » proper working of the

But, as before stated, these fees do no 
more than cover the working charg 
and the Trustees have to depend on sub- 
scriptions to cover extra and incidental 
expenses. An outlay of some $200 has 
lately become necessary to supply defects 
through wear and tear of furniture. And 
above all, there is the ever present claim 
for charitable education, which the limited 
means at the disposal of the ‘Trustees 
enable them to meet only to a very small 
extent, by accepting in some cases reanced 
fees, and relying on the subscriptions which 
from time to time come to their eid, to 
make good the deficiency. 

While drawing up this report, therefore, 
for the information of those who have 
given their help, the Trustees apponl 
strongly to others before whom the re- 
quirements of the school have perhaps not 
yet been prominently brought, to con- 
tribute towards ite working and wider

without any consent, and in the face of au 
expross notice that ‘his right of possession 
would be disputed. That was the princi 
question which the Court now had to 
cide, ‘The general principle was that a man 
who laid ous money in such a way, having no 
right, or only a limited right, to the property, 
without the consent of another party inter- 
ested, could not charge the real owner for it. 
Common sense and common fairness showed 
that to he the case ; and it was so well known 
as a principle of law, that it was hardly worth 
whilo troubling the Court with authorities on 
the point, He would, however, just refer the 
Court to Story, on’ Equity Jurisprudence ;" 
and aleo to the standard work, so far as Eng- 
ish law was concerned, and he believed the 
‘United States’ law was the same— Fisker on 
Mortgages” (vol, 2, p. $88), which, a8 he had 
ais, was the staudard work on the subject. 
After quoting trom both there works, Mr.

‘to send me ashore, pay me up ; but it is a fine 
time of night to send me ashore.” While we 
were talking, the chief engineer took hold of me 
by the back of the neck, and I took hold of him. 
‘We struggled, and both fell on the deck ; aud 
afterwards over the gangway into the river 
together. We had hold of each other. I 
tried to save myself, and swam to the rudder,

In consequence of my having 
gone aft, I did not seo tho quartermaster 
brought on board, I was told he had gone to 
his berth. 

Cuoxe As-cuv, fireman, deposed—I was 
in the engine-room on watch ca Saturday 
night, and heard the chief engin2er calling for 
the quarterimaster, who did tot come at first, 
‘The chief engineer then called for the porter 
to go in search of him. The quartermaster 
came soon afterwards, and the chief engineer 
began to swear at him, He told the quarter- 
master that 'e was no use on board, and it 
would be much better that he should go on 
shore. ‘The quartermaster replied that it was 
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no business of the chief engineer's to 
talk to him so, They then began to fight. 
‘There was no. other talking between them.

JAPAN AND COREA. 


The Japanese Government a 
continuing its preparations for tl 
the Corea, should reparation for the Unyokan 
outrage be refused or long delayed, The 
Gazetiedoubts “whether Corea will cede to any 
argument but that of force, Her whole de- 
meanor hitherto induces the impression that 
‘she will not, And as Japan is evidently not 
only determined to have complete tion, 
but also in the event of ite being denied her 
has made up her mind what course to pursue, 
it will take some astute statesmanship or 
active intervention to prevent au appeal to 
arms. Active interveution on the part of 
foreign powers would be vory unfair to Japan, 
who is the best judge of her own interests in 
the East, and the safest guardian of her own 
honor, 

Some of the native papers, notably the 
semi-official Choya Shimbun, are endeavourin, 
to show that the Government do not i 
war with Corea after all, but that “the 
expedition is merely assumed to mask pre- 
parations for other purposes,” and to “tran 
guilia «certain section of the people.” —On 
the other hand, the Hioron Shimbun is 
informed that the Government is adding 
largely to the effective strength of the forces 
by ‘fresh levies; but it iinmediately add 
“This augmentation, although made oste 
bly with the view of providing for an expedi- 
tion to Cores, is virtually intended to overawe 
‘the malcontents at home. It next states that, 
as there is no general fitted to command the 
troops, Enomoto has been recalled from 
Russia for this. purpose.” 

































‘The only direct n from Corea, is con- 
tained in the Nichi. Shimbun, which says 
that a telegram bas beon received at the 





Gaimusho from Nagasaki, stating that Hirotsu, 
who was sent to Corea as the forerunner of 
Kuroda, was opposed by the Coreans iu his 
attempt to land, so he landed at the harbour 
of Fusan, where there are some Japanese 
‘There Corean officials told him 
that no foreigners would be allowed on the 
road leading to the King’s residence. The 
tame paper asserts that the departure of 
Kuroda has in consequence been postponed 
to some future day.—A farewell dinner 
was given to Kuroda on tho evening of 
the 23rd ultimo, at tho Sei Yo Ken, in 
"Cokio, by the leading Satsuma men in’ the 
Capital. “Admiral Kawamura, Chief of the 
Navy Department, presided, and Messrs.

@ severe wound on the bead. He went to 
Hongkong, to endeavour to induce the British 
Government to inflict punishment on the o! 
fenders, but so far as we can learn the only 
resalt of his visit was an unprofitable official 
correspondence. ‘The schooner Sea Bird was 
then chartered for the trade, and proceeded 
to the Pellew Islands, whence sho has ouly 
just returned, Mr, Webster went back to 
ids, and, we are informed, for a time 
appeared to be improving, but it soon became 
apparent that the wound on the head 
affected his brain, and eventually resulted bit 
death on the 28th December last.

A BRITISH SHIP ATTACKED BY PIRATES ON 
‘THE BORNEAN COAST. 

‘The British barque West Indian, Captain 
Lingard, which arrived at Singapore on the 
10th instant, from the East Coast of Borneo, 
was attacked by pirates there, ou the morning 





of the 25th November. The vessel was an- 
chored at the time between some reefs lying 
between the Island of Rabu Rabu aud Pulo 
Panjang, about 20 miles north of the entrance 
to the Brow river. Captain Lingard, with « 
young man and some of his crew, was away 
in a small launch on business, leaving 
vessel in charge of the chief officer, with t 
second mate, and a nephew of Captain Line 
gard, two or three Chinese, and a native crow 
of about 20 meu. About 3 a.m. on the 25th 
November, four or five prahus were observed 
by the man on the lookout ; as they came
